Entered Blockade. : 

Caracas, Monday, December 29.—United 
States Minister Bowen has received in- 
formation that the Dutch steamer Prins 
Maurits has entered certain Venezuelan 
ports blockaded by the British fleet and 
discharged her cargo there. Special per- 
mission for the Dutch steamer to do 
this was obtained from Commodore Mont- 
gomerye, of the British cruiser Charyb- 
dis. The Italian cruiser Giovanni Bausan 
Maurits away from 
Port, but Commodore Montgomerye direct- 
ed that shé continue to discharge her 
cargo. In Caracas this is held to be a 
discrimination against American steam- 
ers‘and the British eommodore’s action 
hag been criticised. 


Rebels Are Driven. 


Caracas. December 29.~Barquisimeto, 
eapital of the state of Lara, which for 
some time past has been in the posession 
of the Verésuelan revolutionists, has been 
recaptured by government forces. The 
towns of San Carlos and Tinaquillo have 
also been reocecupled by the government. 

The revolutionists at Barquisimeto were 
under the command of Generals Salognie 
and Penalosa. They evacuated the town 
after losing 112 men killed and 32% wound- 
ed. There was hard fighting in the streets 
and suburbs of Barquismeto for two days, 
The government forces were commanded 
hy General Ceferina Castillo. 

It now transpires that President Cas- 
tro’s recent visit to La Victoria was not 
one of a social nature, as reported here 
but for the turpose of conducting per- 
sonally by telegraph the operations e*chis 
forces at Barquisimeto. His victory for

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General Shake Up Said To Be 
in Store for Sanitary Offices, 


Health Department and Sanitary De- 
partment May Be Merged and 
One Man Placed in Charge _ 
of the Affairs of Both 
of Them. 


The most complete shake-up that the 
ganitary department has ever known is 
said to be in store as olie of the devel- 
opments in the present situation during 
the early part of next year. 

The shake-up, it is said, contemplates 
abolishing either the position of chief 
sanitary inspector or that of the health 
officer, and the placing of both depart- 
ments under the care of the same of- 
ficial. Then will follow, it is said, a 
complete reorganization of the working 
force of the sanitary depar}ment. 

Such is in substance the nature of a 
well defined rumor that has been quietly 
ciroulated over the city hall and among 
those who will constitute the officials 
of the city during the ensuing two years. 
Members of council stated yesterday 
that they had heard of the new plans, 
but they disclaimed any connection with 
them, although they would not say what 
they would do in the event that the 
matter comes up in some shape during 
ene of the early meetings of council next 
year. 

It ig said in some quarters that neither 
council nor other officials of Atlanta 
have been satisfied with the conditions 
prevailing in. the sanitary department 
for some time. This has been mani- 
fested in various ways, and one of them 
has been the determined effort that is 
now being made to defeat Captain George 
M. Hope, the chief inspector of the de- 
partment, for reelection next July. 

Veal’s Name Mentioned. 

For the purpose of defeating the pres- 
ent chief inspector, the name of Thomas 
Veal, the former chief, has, been freely 
‘ ysed, and it is said that he would like 
very well to have his old place given 
back to him. Several members of coun- 
ceil and of the board of health declare 
that the election of Mr. Veal is already 
practically settled, although as a matter 
of fact it is, of course, impossible to 
state at this time what changes of senti- 
ment will occur between now and next 
July. 

I¢ there is any truth in the rumors 
that are now proving disquieting elements 
at the city hall, however, it appears that 
Mr. Veal will he shoved in the back- 
ground and that an entirely new man 
will be put over the sanitary depart- 
ment. This is none other than Dr. J. P. 
Kennedy,. the present health officer of 
Atlanta, who is one of the most popular 
officials of the sanitary department and 
who has a number of strong friends in 
council. 

If the position of health officer is abol- 
ished it is the intention of those who 
@re back of the movement to make Dr. 
Kennedy chief of the sanitary depart- 
ment, while if the position of chief in- 
spector is abolished the word “sanitary” 
will™be dropped entirely, and what is 
now the “sanitary department” will be- 
come known as the “health department”

' ficer’”? under the directién of the board 
of health. 
In Council’s Discretion. 

As both the places of health officer and 
that of chief sanitary inspector was cre- 
ated by council and not by the legisla- 
ture, the adoption of an ordinance abol- 
ishing either would be effective if it 
‘feceived the signature of the mayor. 

It is stated that the ordinance which 
will effect these changes is already in 
course of preparation for introduction at 
an early session of council by one of the 
most influential members of that body. 

As the personnel of the board of health 
will be considerably changed next year, 
there is no tellimg to what éxtent the 
changes will be made. Dr. W. C. Jarna- 
gin, the president of the board, and Dr. 
B. W. Bizzell, the chairman of the gar- 
bage committee, will be succeeded by 
Mr. Anderson, of the first ward, and Dr. 
Brawner, of the fifth. Mayor Mims will 
be succeeded by Mayor Howell, and the 
term of office as a member of the 
board @f health of Alderman Pierce, the 
present chairman of the sanitary com- 
mittee, who is a member of the board 
of heal#h, will expire with that of Mayor 
Mims next Monday evening.

When congress meets January 5, the 
omnibus statehood bill has a clear 
right of way on the senate calendar.

Traits of the Social Wasp. 

A professor in the University of 
Chicago, after a long series of stu.ies, 
has written a thrilling monograph on 
the habits and character of “the. so 
cial wasps.” That classification does 
not include the biped specimens of “the 
social wasp” that one encounters in 
the elite life of the day—those male 
and, femaie examples of respa vulgaris 
whose stings are in their tongues and 
who are forever stirring up hot times 
in the circles they afflict. 

It would be a welcome thing, doubt- 
less, if some expert entomologist 
would classify the vespids of the hu- 
man sort and discover to us some 
way to abate the nuisance of their 
presence and verbal punctures into 
the amour propre and refined sensibil- 
ities of innocent people. But they are 
insects t.at even the most calloused 
of scientists is glad to shun and their 
treatment must be remitted to the re- 
sentment of their victims as each of 
them may elect. 

The social wasps about which the 
Chicago professor unloads a large 
book of information are those that we 
are accustomed to meet and give @ 
wide right of way about our homes 
and in the neighboring fields and for- 
ests. They are called social because 
of their colonial habits and seeming 
collaboration in community work and 
profit-sharing ~results. They build 
their paper-like castles in the air as 
the joint enterprise oi the colony and 
divide up its nesting places among 
themselves by some equitable princi- 
ple of domestic economy which is hid- 
den to human understanding. 

The professor tells us a primary 
fact about the wasp that is hard to be- 
lieve. He says all of them have the 
instinct of fear. Most people, we 
imagine, have thought differently. The 
general. notion has prevailed that 
when @ wasp came one’s way he was 
prepared to do business with his pol- 
ished rapier and make arnica liniment 
the sina qua non of the aftermath of 
his visit. We have always felt an in- 
clination to move with promptiaess 
and dispatch when he came onto our 
territory. We have never found any 
Monroe doctrine that would hold good 
against him. And we doubt now, even 
after Professor Enteman’s assurances, 
that it is perfectly safe to ‘“‘shoo” the 
striped intruder as one would a com- 
mon housefly. 

Especially are we dubious in the 
matter when the professor goes on to 
say that “the wasp remembers.’ Now 
any creature that nas a memory and 
is not wholly sanctified by the doc- 
trine of “perfect love” is likely to keep 
an enemy in good recollection and to 
Play for even! Therefore, to make a 
wasp mad is simply to furnish him 


his mind’s é¢ye and seek the earliest 
chance to pop his poignard into you 
when you are dozing away a delightful 
afternoon on your front porch. 

There are many other interesting 
facts in the life-history of the social 
wasp, but these things we have men- 
tioned are enough for ordinary deal- 
ings with him and seem to point plain- 
ly to the moral that the only wasp 
one can afford to be really sociable 
with is a dead wasp!

Local Taxation for Schools. 
The Savannah Press favors such a 
change in the law as will permit a ma- 


jority of the voters of a county or @ 
militia district to authorize the levy of 
a local tax for public schools, and sees 


no reason why this power should not be 
placed in eS hands of a majority rather 
than two-thirds of the voters. 

We are satisfied that there are very 
many counties that would tax themselves 
for school purposes if the law were 
changed as proposed. In such counties 
the majority of the voters favor a tax, 
but it {s impossible to get two-thirds of 
them to favor it. The educational awak- 
ening in this state is becoming more ap- 
parent every day. The applications for 
places in the normal school and the at- 
tendance at the sessions’ of the summer 
schools lately established in the south 
are evidences of it. In every one of the 
rural counties there are scores of boys 
and girls who would be only too glad of 
a chance to get a better education than 
the present school facilities of their re-

Georgia Sugar Cane. 

The Columbus Ledger urges the farm- 
ers of Georgia to devote more attention 
to the culture of sugar cane and quotes 
some telling arguments to prove that 
proper care would be abundantly repaid. 
The Ledger says: 

The culture of sugar cane cannot be 
overdone in Georgia. Last season crops 
of Georgia sirup was entirely exhausted 
before the new crop was put on tke 
market. 

The market opened this season at 3 
cents a gallon, and there Is a good profit 
to the farmer at this price. 
an increase in production cause the price 
to drop very much lower, sugar refineries 
could be established, and there is always 
practically an unlimited demand for 
sugar. 

If every farmer in Georgia should make 
sugar cane his chief crop, he would find a 
ready market for it, and it would pay him 
better than cotton. 

A gentleman living near the city ld 
four acres of cane as it stood in the field 
at $7 an, acre.’ This is equal to about 
two hales of cotton to an acre, and it did 
not cost the gentleman as much to work 
hig cane crop as it would Nave done had 
the patch been in cotton. There is al- 
ways a:market at Columbus for all the 
sirup our farmers can make. 

Last season the crop was almost doubly 
as large in this section as usual, but as 
atceaey, stated, before She one of the 
season, not a galion o orgia sirup 
‘could he bought. The Georgia article is 
really the best sirup -made, and its popu- 
larity is rapidly increasing.

London. December 19.—A movement is | 
under way here among charity organiza- 
tions in connection with the Internation- 
al Buteau of Charities. Salvation Army, 

Charities, Volunteers of Amert- 
ica and others in America, to call an in- 
ternational conference in Washington, D. 
C.. looking to a practical solution ef the 
present and future conditions and welfare 
lof iarge cities’ unemployed, many of 
whom, with their families, are objects 
of charity against their inclinations and 
because of industrial conditions beyond 
ther ken or control. 

A. Stewart Appleton, the scientist, lit- 
terateur and financier, who has been for 
years actively promoting industrial devel- 
opments, colonization and investments in 
various sections of America, and to whose 
efforts through his polyglot publication 
propaganda in Buronean gjties is chiefly 
due the great influx of high class Euro- 
peans into America the past year, Was 
seen at the Caritan hotel this morning. 
He will leave for America early in Janu- 
ary and proceed through the south and 
west, accompanied by several] represen- 
tative New England gentlemen—l. D. 
Martin, G. 8S. Pratt, S. T. Hughes and 
others—to locate sites for communities of 
northern families who wish to renounce 
the rigors of winter, and also high class 
European colonists, principally English, 
Scotch and Belgian artisans, whom he 
has interested, on account of depressed 
industrial conditions here, to seek pros- 
perity in America. Mr. Appleton has long 
publicly advocated in Burope and Améri- 
ca the solution of congested urban condi- 
tions by the more enterprising citizens 
migrating to the independence and allure- 
ments of country life. Hard times in 
Europe and the coal famine in America 
greatly facilitate this movement. The par- 
ty will visit selected points as far south 
as Tampa, Fla., and go thence via Bir- 
mingham, Ala., and Memphis, Tenn., 
through Arkansas and Texas, visiting 
Baltimore, Md.; Richmond and Norfolk, 
Va.; Wilmington, N. C.:; Charleston, 8. 
C.; Atlanta, Ga,, and returning east from 
St. Louis, where they will inspect the 
progress of the Louisiana purchase ex- 
position, go thence to Kansas City, Mo.; 
Omaha, Nebr.; Chicago, Milwaukee, Wis., 
and St. Paul,,Minn., thence through Mich- 
igan to investigate the mining, agricul- 
tural and lumber resources of that state.

Want United States To Pay. 

Coples of a resolution oassed at the 
last session of the general assembly. cal!- 
ing upon Georgia's representatives and 
senators in congress to endeavor to secure 
reimbursement for the services of certain 
state troons which aeted in cooperation 
with the government forces in removing 
the Cherokee and Creek Indians from the 
state, will within the next few days be 
mailed to each of Georgid’s representa- 
tives in congress with the request that | 
they do what they can toward bringing 
about a settlement of the matter in the 
state’s favor. 

This resolution cites an act passed: by 
the’ general assembly December 26, 1837, 
authorizing the governor to cooperate 
with the United States troops in remov- 
ing the Cherokee and Creek Indians*from 
the limits of the state, and fin the en- 
forcement of the treaty between the 
United States and the Indians. 

In pursuance of this act Governor 
George R. Gilmer ordered two companies 
out to act in codéveration with the United 
States troops. The first of these com- 
panies was commanded by Captain Sam- 


nel Patterson, of Union county, and 
contained seventy-seven men, rank and 
file. This company was in the service 
fifty-four days and was. paid out of the 
state treastiry $2,868. The second com- 
pany was commanded by Captain John 
E. Price, and consisted, of sixty-three 
men, rank and file. This company was 
in service fifty-three days and was paid 
out of the state treasury the sum of 
$3,056.54, . 

Since these two companies were actin: 
in cooperation with the United States 
troops in arresting and gathering up the 
Cherokee Indians and moving them weet 
of the Mississippi under the treaty of 
1836, it is asked that the United States 
government, through conmgress, reim- 
burse the state in the full amount waic 
for the services of these two companies.

Many Bonds Still Lacking. 

Attention is calied to the fact that 
many tax collectors and tax receivers 
in the state have so far failed to send 
in their official bonds to the comptroller 
general. Today is 
ting in these bonds, and unless they come 
in tomorrow morning’s mai! at latest, 
it will be the duty of the comptroller gen- 


eral to send to the governor a list of- 


all those counties in which these officials 
have failed to send in their bonds. ‘The 
governor must then order new elections 
in such counties, .. 

So far there are’ about thirty tax col- 
lectors and about the same number of 
tax receivers to be heard from. In some 
instances these bonds have been filed with 
the ordinary of the county, having re- 
ceived his official signature, and he has 
Probably failed to send \them in. The 
newly elected officials ought to look into 


this matter and see that their bonds are 
Sent in at once. 


Many Made Inquiry.

Constitution that Comptroller General W. 
A. Wright was out after all those who 
have sold liquor in any shape during 1902, 
and who have failed to pay the state tax 
of $200, stirred up a large number of those 
who hold United States licenses, but who 
tor one reason or another, have man- 
aged to keep off the state tax books. 
Many of those who thought they were 
hit by this action and would be called 
On to pay the $200, called on Tax Collec- 
tor Stewart with regard to the matter, 
and others telephoned or called on the 
comptroller general. 

The comptroller general will insist on 
the payment of the tax for 1902 wherever 
any party has sold Hquor in any shape 
or form, except, as stated, in the case 
of social clubs which were not Mabie 
last year. 

Some of the druggists who do not sell 
liquor even on doctors’ prescriptions, and 
who do not use it in compounding pre- 
scriptions, but who do sell alcohol for 
medicinal and mechanical purposes, were 
very much worried ovér the matter, and 
Several of these were among the number 
who made inquiry. They received the 
very gratifying information, however, 
that they would not be called upon to 
pay. Only those druggists who use liquor 
in making up‘ prescriptions, or who sell 
it on doctors’ prescriptions or otherwise, 
will be called on to pay the tax. 


Issued an Execution. 

The comptroller general yesterday is- 
sued an execution for $248.75 against the 
Augusta Telephone and Electric Company 
in favor of the city af Augusta for erty 
taxes for the year 1902. It seems that 
the company for some reason failed or 
refused to pay its city taxes, at least, 
that was the tenor of the letter received 
by the comptroller general from the city 
tax collectar, and at the request of that 
Official the execution was issued.

It is prob- 
able that in practically every instance 
the’ present officers will be reelected. 
Those officers who are elected to the 
same grade will not have to stand new 
examinations in order to receive their 
commissions.

New York, December 30.—Bradstreet’s 
review of the business year, to be issued 
Saturday next, will have the followings: 

“To say that 1902 was the best year 
this country has ever experienced, while 
truthful enough in the main, does not 
suggest fully the cnormous strides which 
the United States took in the year just 
closed. Practically every branch of or- 
dinary trade and manufacture showed 
an increase above the best of previous 
years, and yet this immense enlargement 
of output was not rufficient of itself to 
satisfy the growing, it might even be 
termed insatiable, demand for cll kinds 
of materials. In many cases the usual 
foreign outlet for our products was, per- 
force, neglected by American producers, 
who confined their efforts to supplying 
insistent domestic demand, while in 
others foreign production was called 
upon to reinforce domestic output, with 
the result that new currents and chaz- 
nels were created in our foreign trade. 
Our export trade, therefore, shrfn«, 
while our imports expanded to 
unprecedented figures. The railroads 
of the country, in their efforts 
tc handle the business offered them, suf- 
fered as never before from congestion 
and complaint of interference with prv- 
duction and distribution of the products 
of the farm, the mine, the shop and the 
loom was practically universal.

LAZY OFFICERS 
PARTLY 10 BLAME 


Increase of Crime Among Mississippi 
Negroes Discussed. 


OFFICERS ARE VERY LAX 


Charged That When One Negro Mur- 
ders Another No Attempt Is 
Made To Catch the Crimi- 
nal—One Negro Killed 
Six Others. 


Jackson, Miss., December 3).-—(Special.) 
The increase of crime and immorality 
among the negroes of Mississippi, which 
has been cf alarming vrcportions during 
the past few vears, is belug meade the 
subject of much discussion in the state, 
avd vigorous editorials are being printeJ 
on the subject by the leading journals. 

A phase of the problem that has not 
yet been broached and which 1s admit- 
tedly one of the prime causes of the in- 
crease of crime, is the laxity of the 
officers of the law in investigating negro 
murders and putting forth efforts to cap- 
ture the criminals. If the perpetrator of 
a crime manages to make his escape it 
rarely happens that a strenuous effort is 
rut forth to capture him, and especial'y 
‘f the person upon whom the crime com- 
mitted is also a negro. On the othcr 
hand, if it ls a white person who is as- 
saultedd or murdered, the minions of te 
law are energetic in the pursuit, for they 
are spurred vy public sentiment and exert 
every possib!< effort to bring the fugitive 
to account for his deed. 

It is related that a short tiu:e since, 
when en atrocious murder was commit- 
ted in one of the intericr counties and 
the munderer escaped, the sheriff of the 
county remarked, ‘Oh, well, they’re only 
negroes, anyhow.” 

This manifestation of laxity by offi- 
cers who @> 1.0t deem it worthy of tteir 
time to hunt a negro who has killed a 
rember of his own race, and the decided 
lack of even-headed justice, is undouht. 
edly one ox the principal reasons why 
crime is showing an alarming increas- 
among the negroes, and the crimina! 
class are coming mvre and more to the 
realization each year that they stand a 
better® chance to escape than a white 
man anc are consequenily emooldened in 
their misdeeds. A few weeks ago a ne- 
gro was arrested in one of the levee 
camps in the delta, «nd only a few days 
before he had boasted cf having kille: 
six men in various parts of the state, 
each time making his escape without au- 
ficulty. 

Fear of the law is on the decline among 
negroes, and with this fceling predomi- 
nant ir the race, coupled with a plenti- 
tude of blind tiger whisky and the mad. 
dening effects of cocaine, it is no wonde-

“Everybody Was Right.” 

Baltimore Sun: Charles Francis 
Adams, of Boston, in his address Monday 
évening in Charleston, B. C., at the ban- 
quet of the New England Society, of that 
city, asserted that the. civil war was a 
necessity from the very nature of the 
constitution of the United States. Mr. 
Adams has long entertained liberal v™ws 
On this subject. Last June, in a speech 
in Chicago, he paid- an eloquent tribute 
to General Robert E. Lee, to wham, he 
sald, the nation owes a debt of gratutude 
for his decision not to prolong the strife 
through guerrtila warfare. In his 
Charleston address .Mr. Adams frankly 
asserted that his «study of the questions 
which led up to the civil war had con- 
vinced him that “everybody was right; 
nobody was wrong.” 

“So far as I can ascertain,” said Mr. 
Adams, “every state of the federation 
became a member 6f the union with men- 
tal reservations. The one thing our au- 
cestry united In most apprehending was 
a centralized government. From New 
Hampshire to Georgia such a government 
was associated with the idea of a foreign 
regime. The people clung to the local 
autonomy—the sovereignty of the state.” 

The civil war was, in Mr. Adams’ opin- 
ion, an irrepressible, inevitable conflict 
over the question of soverei 
in his view, when it came to 
“either side could offer good 


ty, and, 

diceded 
round, his- 
torical and legal, for any attitude taken 
in regard to it.”” It is refreshing to find 
so distinguished a representative of Mas- 
sachusetts’ opinion as Mr. Adams con- 
ceding that the south had ample con- 
stitutiona] warrant for making war in dc- 
fense of state sovereignty. Mr. Adams 
makes the interesting suggestion that if 
the southern states had withdrawn from 
the union before “they would never 
have failed of success.’’ They were con- 
quered, in his opinion, not by military 
skill, or wealth or courage, but by steam 
and electricity. 
. “Before 1861,” he observed, “steam and 
electricity, neither on land nor water, 
had been rendered so subservient to man 
as to make him equal to the prodigious, 
the unprecedented, task then undertaken 
and finally accomplished.’”’ Mr. Adams’ 
Charleston address will enhance his rep- 
utation as a diligent student of American 
history and an able and fair-minded ex- 
pounder of the constitution.

He Regards Corporate Publicity of 
the Kind Advocated a Serious 
Hindrance to Competition. 
Trouble Wot Due to 
Watered Stock. 


Washington, December 30.—The features 
of today's session of the American As- 
sociation for the Advancement of Science, 
which is holding its annual meeting im 
this city, WAS @ paper on “Capitalization 
and Publicity,” réad by Chairman Knapp, 
of the interstate commerce commission. 
He discussed the proposition that all cor- 
porations under congressional control be 
required to make full disclosure of their 
genesis and operations,so that it may be. 
seen how the amount of money originally 
paid in or the value of the assets at any 
time owned compares with the par value 
of all bonds and stocks. : 

Mr. Knapp said he ventured to doubt 
the soundness of the argument that pub- 
licity would prevent stock watering. e 
held it unproved that the excessive ie 
sue of corporate securities was a source 
of such danger as to excite public alarm, 
and said he was yet to be convinced that 
enforced publicity would not be a harm- 
ful exercise of public authority. He said 
in part: 

“Leaving out the speculator and taking 
inte account only those seeking honest 
investment ten times more money, to 
say the least, has been sunk in farm 
mortgages, suburban lots, patent rights, 
buying and selling grain, cotton and other 
commodities, where no: corporate shares 
were dealt in or even existed, than was 
ever lost on account of the fictitious or 
excessive issue of corporate securities. I 
eannot but regard corporate publicity of 
the kind and to the extent advocated by 
meny as a gertain and gerious hindrance 
to effective competition. Just as the 
Eherman anti-trust law, which is base 
vpon an economic fallacy, has indirectly 
aided the very results it was designed to 
prevent, sc the compulsoty disclosure of 
all corporate transactions would under- 
mine the competition it was intended to 
support. It seems plain to me that the 
enforeement of corporate publicity would 
be an added incentive to industrial com- 
bination. 

‘Therefore, as I view the matter. the 
remedy in question. will be worthless to 
the great mass of people, the consumers; 
for thair troubles are not caused bv 
watered stock and. will not be alleviated 
Fy publicity. It will not benefit the actual 
stock holder, for however much he may 
need information for himself his interests 
would not be promoted by bringing that 
information to public knowledge. Again, 
iis doubtful and very limited usefulness 
to the intending purchaser of corporate 
shares is the danger, not to be lightly 
estimated, of giving sanction to a prin- 
ciple of extreme raternalism and ‘fur- 
nishing a fresh impulse, not to compete 
put to consolidate. :

Want Extension to Rome. 

Rome, Ga.. December 30.—¢Special.j—A 
strong effort is to be made by citizens of 
Rome to have the Seaboard Air Line rail- 
road build an extension of its line from 
Rockmart to this city. It is reported that 
the Seaboard has a force of 1,000 men 
building an extension from Coal City into 
Birmingham. ‘When that work is com- 
pleted they will begin on the line to be 
puilt from Rockmart to Atlanta, The 
surveyors of the route have located it 
as far as Dallas, and will soon finish the 
work to the corporate limits of Atlanta. 

A route can be laid out from Rome east 
of the Southern railway that will touch 
the Seaboard Air Line just beyond Seney, 
a distance of. only 16 miles.
